apostle Paul have found litera! 
fulfillment in the transformation of 
Joe Kurp ... former heavyweight pu- 
gilist and underworld character. 


His tender and Christlike spirit to- 
day is a remarkable contrast to the hard 
nature and fierce disposition he pos- 
sessed back in the days when sport 
fans called him, “The iron man of 
Pennsylvania.” 


He says: “The old Joe Kurp is dead. 
The present Joe Kurp is a new man, 
a new creature in Christ Jesus.” 


As the toughest sparring partner Jack 
Dempsey ever faced, he helped cast 
the former champion in the role of 
“man killer” — an appellation attached 
to Dempsey by admirers at the height 
of his career. Rigid training under the 
direction of men like Joe Kurp enabled 
him to effect knockouts in the early 
stages of hard fights, often the first 
round. 


Kurp always fought in the heavy- 
weight class, usually winning by knock- 
outs. Some of his hardest fighting took 
place in China, where he was stationed 
with the American armed forces during 


the first World War. 


On one occasion he met Dempsey in 
a regular bout. It proved to be a match 
that spectators long remembered. The 
“man killer” charged with full force 
but failed to knock his opponent out. 


THE TRANSFORMATION 


JOE KURP 














A miraculous conversion in 1939 
completely changed the course of Kurp’s 
life. He later became associated with 
the Pacific Garden Mission of Chicago 
as night supervisor — a position which 
offers nightly opportunites for win- 
ning “down-and-outers” to Christ. 


It will be recalled that Billy Sunday 
was converted in this famous Mission. 
Kurp enjoys handing out copies of the 
following hypothetical letter which 
friends visualize the Evangelist as hav- 
ing written after arriving in heaven: 


Dear Friend: 


I'll never forget Chicago. Biggest 
thrill I ever had came the night I took 
Jesus as my Saviour at old “P.G.” 
Mission. That was in 1886. By the time 
Jesus called me home in 1935, a mil- 
lion sinners had shaken my hand, say- 
ing they now loved my Jesus too. 


There’s a light shining in the dark, 
sin-cursed world, that all the winds of 
sarcasm, persecution, hatred, unbelief, 
materialism, modernism and _indiffer- 
ence have never been able to put out. 


Last big campaign I had in Chicago 
was in 1918. We filled that tabernacle 
by the lakefront with many, many 
thousands, night after night. The Bible 
is still the only lamp that throws a ray 
of light beyond the grave. Nine-tenths 
of the infidels who attack the Bible have 
never read it. 








If you move, notify the De- 
fender, giving both your old 
and new addresses.

OE KURP was born at Shamokin, 
Pennsylvania in 1902 of Lithu- 
anian parents. His father was a drunk- 
ard. When 12 years old, he started to 
work in a coal mine. A more wicked 
and treacherous environment for a boy 
of that age can scarcely be imagined. 
He was constantly exposed to both 
moral and physical danger. 


An angry scar near his heart still 
serves as a reminder of a fight, in 
which he was stabbed, in those boyhood 
days. Although weakened from loss of 
blood, he staggered home alone and 
tried to nurse the wound himself, to 
keep his mother from learning about 
the brawl. He suffered many days in 
silence. 


By 1919, the year Kurp joined the 
army, he was a professional gambler 
and pugilist, despite his youth. Lead-

certain educational organizations, 
colleges and universities for their fail- 
ure to teach the Constitution and culti- 
vate proper classroom respect for the 
immortal document.

Various States enacted laws follow- 
ing the Civil War, requiring the teach- 
ing of the Constitution in public schools, 
but these became dead letters. The same 
was true af‘er the first World War. 





Someone has said that the boys and 
girls of today are the men and women 
of tomorrow. What goes into the schools 
in one generation comes to fruition in 
the next. So the present governmental 
chaos, as it appears to be, came not 
by chance! 


Some years ago the American Bar 
Association made a survey of the law 
schools of twenty-five leading univer- 
sities and found that only eight made 
a knowledge of the Constitution a re- 
quisite to a degree. This may explain, 
in part at least, the comparative silence 
of the legal profession while “alien- 
ism” was introduced into government 
in the name of a new deal. 


Men and women who will be living 
in later generations through descend- 
ants, owe it to their blood (if they do 
not feel that they now owe it to their 
Country) to take the subject of con- 
stititutional education to heart. 


* * * 
HE PRINCIPLES of our Govern- 


ment are not outmoded. They are 
as immutable as those of mathematics. 
The first of them, so well put by 
Thomas Jefferson, is that the man, 
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to whom power is given, must be 
chained. 


All types of human government fall 
into one of two categories — govern- 
ment by law or government by men. 
Those who wish to destroy or circum- 
vent the Constitution would substitute 
the former for the latter. Since the 
advent of the New Deal there has been 
a steady trend toward lifting restraint 
upon the men in power. 


The historians who wrote the Con- 
stitution at Philadelphia looked back 
over the centuries, studied the recur- 
ring tyrannies, and set up safeguards 
against a similar fate for the new 
world. They separated the Legisla- 
tive, the Executive and the Judicial 
powers, and then, by the most care- 
ful specifications, limited the appli- 
cation of each class. 


Prior to the rise of the Caesars, 
ancient Rome was a Republic. There 
was an elaborate distribution of pow- 
ers, but in time, all were gathered 
into one hand. The fall of the Re- 
public was followed by the crash of 
the Fmpire. A historian says that 
“statesmen came to disregard all checks 
in the (Roman) Constitution in order 
to carry a point.” 


History often repeats itself. America 
is drifting in the same direction. What 
Jokn Adams praised as the “checks 
and balances” in our Government also 
will fail unless respect for them re- 
turns. 


The constitutional system of the 
United States was the first ever for- 
mulated that successfully controlled 
those in power. Americans should 
therefore study it like they do the 
alphabet. Daniel Webster warned that 
it was “the last hope of the world.” 


When our schools failed to proper- 
ly indoctrinate the last generation of 
youth, a door was thrown open to 
attack. 





Mr. Norton says: “Professors in the 
universities wrote books in assault of | 


the Supreme Court. Just what the sons 
and daughters of the supporters of 
the institutions of learning were ex- 
posed to, in the way of contagion, may 
best be understood from a few titles 
of the books which they published.” 
Thereupon he lists the names of eleven 
typical volumes, devoted to  scatter- 
ing poison among young people of 
high school and college age. 


To overcome Communism and other 
alienisms, it will be necessary to es- 
tablish the fact of the superior quality 
of American doctrines even as 
teaching the kindnesses of Christianity 
overcame the ideas, brutalities and the 
power of the Roman Empire. 


* * * 


R. NORTON examines step by 
step the changes responsible for 
existing conditions, in which the sud- 
den impact of a crisis could jar be- 
yond repair the Nation’s foundations. 


First, he emphasizes that the United 
States Government was designed by 
its founders to be a Republic, rather 
than a Democracy. The term “demo- 
cracy” as generally used is a misno- 
mer, because it means government by 
direct action or mob rule. 


A Republic, on the other hand, is a 
state in which the sovereign power 
rests with the people, the electorate, 
to be exercised by representatives whom 
they choose. 


Democracy is the exact opposite of 
Plato’s “Republic,” which advocated 
placing authority in the hands of po- 
litical scientists, not the mob. 


Mr. Norton reminds his readers that 
the Constitution specifically provides 
that, “The United States shall guar- 
antee to every State in this Union a 
Republican (not democratic) form of 
government, and shall protect each of 
them against invasion” and _ then 
continues: “The choice by the Con- 
vention of the Republican or repre- 
sentative form, over the popular or 
democratic government, followed full 
and able discussions.”

| The purpose of this book. written in understandable language, is to 
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James. Madison explained that the 
plan evolved at Philadelphia antici- 
pated “the delegation of the govern- 
ment to a small number of citizens 
elected by the rest.” Accordingly: “Un. 
der such a regulation it may well 
happen that the public voice, pro- 
nounced by the representatives of the 
people, will be more consonant to the 
public good than if pronounced by the 
people themselves, convened for the 
purpose.” 


A modern slogan says, “The cure for 
the evils of democracy is more demo- 
cracy.” Mr. Norton remarks: “We have 
.”

© ee GAINS an impression that Mr. 
Norton regards our greatest sin- 
gle mistake as being the enactment 
of the Seventeenth Amendment in 1913, 
which required that Senators be chosen 
by direct election instead of State 
Legislatures. This change became the 
opening wedge for a series of deterior- 
ating developments. 


Thus, the two Houses of Congress 
became alike, whereas the Constitu- 
tional Convention designed a “House 
of the People” and a “House of States.” 
Two Houses now represent the people, 
while the States have no such repre- 
sentation. 


Leftist writers and politicians are 
universally the enemies of States’ rights. 
The idea of forty-eight organic bodies, 
cemented into a powerful union is 
repugnant to them, because it renders 
centralized bureaucracy impossible. 


In the days when the House of States 
was functioning as intended by the 
founders, Senators accepted seriously 
and discharged courageously the re- 
sponsibility cast upon them by the 
Constitution. 


They did not have to be yes-men, 
under the lash of party control or co- 
ercion dictated from the White House. 
Their obligations were to forty-eight 
separate governments. They could call 
their souls their own, be guided by 
personal conviction and act with ab- 
solute independence.

VERY CITIZEN who loves his 

Country should be fortified with 
the facts given in the chapter of “Un- 
dermining the Constitution,” which ex- 
plains the responsibilities of the Su- 
preme Court. 


Enemies of constitutional govern- 
ment hate authority. Mr. Norton shows 
that a plot was organized to discredit 
the Supreme Court in the eyes of the 
public. The writing and distribution 
of books couched in legal vernacular 
was geared to blatant attacks in the 
Communist Daily Worker, designed to 
harass the high tribunal. 


Some of the books bore such titles 
as, “Our Despotic Courts,” “Is the 
Supreme Court Too Supreme?” “Gov- 
ernment by Judges,” “Our Judicial 
Oligarchy,” etc. The Judiciary is the 
keystone of the American arch. Cri- 
tics of the Constitution had been chip- 
ping at the keystone several years be- 
fore Franklin Roosevelt, the oppor- 
tunist, unveiled his plan to pack the 
court in 1937. 


Oliver Ellsworth of Connecticut, a 
member of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion, explained the duties of the Su- 
preme Court as follows: 


“The Constitution defines the extent 
of the power of the Central Govern- 
ment. If the General Legislature (Con- 
gress) should at any time overleap 
their limits, the Judicial Department is 
a constitutional check. If the United 
States go beyond their powers, if they 
make a law which the Constitution 
does not authorize, it is void; and the 
judicial power, the national judges, 
who, to secure their impartiality, are 
to be made independent, will declare 
it to be void.

Federal (National) Government, the 
law is void; and upright, independent 
judges will declare it to be so.” 


Roosevelt waited until what he re- 
garded as the psychological moment to 
strike the Judiciary. To him the Con- 
stitution was a document for “horse 
and buggy days.” The Supreme Court 
ruled against NRA, the AAA and the 
Bituminous Coal Act. This irked him 
and the leftist groups who were by 
that time firmly entrenched in the 
Executive branch of the Government. 


On February 5, 1937, he sent a 
bland message to Congress, providing 
that a new justice be appointed by the 
President when an incumbent reached 
the age of seventy and refused to re- 
tire. At that time there were six jus- 
tices seventy years or over. To the 
nine already sitting, the bill would 
have therefore permitted the appoint- 
ment of six more. 


With those six and the three known 
new dealers already on the bench, 
Roosevelt would have had a majority 
of the fifteen to serve as puppets. 


Would a man in public life, ani- 
mated by true love and respect for 
his Country, thus try to tinker with 
the Constitution? 


Mr. Norton says: “In what public 
opinion called ‘a great state paper,’ 
the Judicial Committee of the Senate 
denounced the bill as an ‘utterly dan- 
gerous abandonment of constitutional 
principle,’ which ‘would subjugate the 
courts to the will of Congress and 
the President.’ ”

T IS to be regretted that space is 
available in this review to mention 
only three of Mr. Norton’s major 
points of emphasis, (1) That our Gov- 
ernment is a Republic, not a Democracy, 
(2) The mistake made by enacting the 
Seventeenth Amendment and (3) The 
necessity of opposing those who would 
demoralize the Judiciary.

DICK RICHARDS 


A few days ago, an attorney for the 
Federal Communications Commission 
named Cottone reported in favor of the 
cancellation of the Richards’ licenses. 
While Dick Richards’ attorneys were 
preparing their rebuttals, this troubled 
man died of a blood pressure. 


Dick Richards had been a fearless 
sort of man, strong for his convictions. 
Men such as Eddie Rickenbacker had 
worked for him, with him, respected 
him. He had been one of the first men 
to see the future of radio. 


A Detroit newspaper owner who did 
not want to be bothered, gave Richards 
his first station in trade for an ad- 
vertising account, as I remember his 
telling the story. He named it WJR. 
When he acquired his Cleveland sta- 
tion, now the big one in the Statler

Richards was not so much worried 
for himself or his business, but for his 
Country. I remember when back in 
the 30’s he began to buy sets of Frank- 
lin Rooseve!t’s speeches and underline 
the promises that were being broken 
— promises like “I say to you again 
and again and again, fathers and mo- 
thers of America, your sons will not 
be sent into foreign wars.” And prom- 
ises such as the campaign pledge to 
reduce government expenditures by at 
least one-third and cut down the num- 
ber of federal employees.

Richards, like the rest of us, admired 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh and the 
fiyer’s service to aviation and confi- 
dential work for the United States 
Army. He became perturbed when an 
organized gang of character assassins 
did a “job,” to use their own words, 
on Lindbergh, defaming him until edi- 
tors and radio commentators were told 
by superiors not to mention the name 
Lindbergh. 


A DEFAMATION ORGANIZATION 


Dick Richards was angered and fright- 
ened, that such a way had been devised 
to destroy American leaders and think- 
ers. 

That way was for a certain organiza- 
tion which had millions of dollars to 
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spend, to hire agents in all parts of 
the Country and _ recruit volunteers 
blinded by prejudice and trained in 
the art of lying — an organization 
which kept card indexes on citizens, 
used wire tapes and put “plants” in 
private and government offices 

That way to destroy American lead- 
ers was for this organization to map 
and carry out an attack of scientific 
defamation, belittling a leader, put- 
ting out falsehoods about him faster 
than he could answer, using com- 
mentators and columnists and reporters 
under its control to repeat those false- 
hoods and constantly attack, belittle, 
lie and distort. 


Dick Richards and others watched 
the organization go further, and inspire 
whole segments of our people to fear 
and hate chosen victims. Then it went 
still further and used or inspired pres- 
sure on the employers of the victims 
to make them lose positions or places 
in their professions. 

It went so far as to inspire boycotts 
of customers against the products of 
businessmen ... boycotts of book and 
magazine dealers against publications 
and writers it wanted to suppress ... 
postcard and letter writing campaigns 
against speakers and commentators it 
wanted to silence. 


My friend discovered that this oc- 
topus had a head and a brain and 
scores of arms in the form of affiliate 
organizations that carried out its smear 
and boycott campaigns. He learned that 
the victims selected by the defamation 
machine were always men who opposed 
Socialism and Communism. They were 
always men hated by communist writ- 
ers ... always men who were obstacles 
to the political domination and fraud 
of New Deal policy makers ... always 
men who loved America more than 
Russia and put the interests of their own 
Country first. 

He found that defamation material 
was always prepared by some commu- 
nist writer and passed on through mani- 
fold hands.

This organization had such influence 
in our Department of Justice that for 
years it was able to persecute, bankrupt 
and in some cases harass to death loyal 
Americans, as in the unjust and base- 
less mass Sedition Case.

Victims of the former Sedi- 
tion Case in Jefferson’s time were rec- 
ompensed by an ashamed Congress.

These are some of the things that 
Dick Richards found out. In 1944, he 
came into possession of the confidential 
budget of the parent defamation or- 
ganization, a budget of six million dol- 
lars raised from frightened people by 
telling them chosen victims were anti- 
semitic, or anti-labor, or fascist, or 
reactionary, or some other lie. 


The budget of this pro-Communist 
outfit is much larger today, and the 
organization lists on its letterhead 
(which is hard to get now), thirty odd 
branches and affiliate offices. From 
that budget and its donors came the 
campaign fund used so filthily, said 
George Sokolsky, to defeat Senator 
Wheeler in Montana, and the attempted 
political assassination of Senator Mc- 
Carran in Nevada. 

That organization tries to work in 
the dark, behind the scenes, and use 
others for its direct whispering and 
intimidation. But documentary evidence 
reveals it. 


Recently, the head of that organiza- 
tion, himself, denied to me when I 
startled him by turning up at a press 
conference, that a certain man in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, who has spread the or- 
ganization’s defamation, even exists. 
Yet, he is a man who has been in the 
public life of Cleveland for 20 years. 
His name is in the papers all the time. 


DEFAMATION RACKET 
MUST BE DESTROYED 


Well, these are things Dick Richards 
knew. He did not hate anyone for race 
or religion, or want anyone to lose his 
job, or be looked down upon. But he 
wanted the defamation racket of smear- 
ing leaders opposing Communism coun- 
tered, if possible. 





That is what he told his executives 
and newsmen. I was present when he 
told them. He was not afraid for him- 
self. He was afraid for all free opinion 
in America. 


Dick Richards was a hard man to 
work for, exacting and, it could be, 
capricious. I recommended to him a 
young man who had worked with me 
at NBC; very capable, I thought — 
had done a fine job in the Pacific by 
covering for all the networks for the 
Bikini atomic bomb explosions. Dick 
hired him for his Los Angeles station. 


The young man later resigned over 
some personal grievance. He went to 
a small rival station, controlled by 
men close to the organization I have 
just described. He told them that Dick 
was “anti-semitic.” So the power of 
the organization was used to destroy 
Dick Richards. And the bureau of the 
New Deal Administration, which is in 
sympathy with this organization, turned 
on the heat. 


Richards and his loyal staff have 
gone through two years of legal perse- 
cution, costing two million dollars, I 
am told. Now my friend is dead, but 
his fight for Americanism is not over 
yet! 

It isn’t over yet! 


CONGRESSMAN WERDEL 


At this point, I want you to hear 
our guest speaker, Representative Thom- 
as H. Werdel, of Bakersfield, California, 
about a subversive scheme he has just 
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Congress. Congressman 


reported to 
Werdel: 


MR. WERDEL: Thank you, Mr. 
Close. There are some follies which 
baffle argument, which go beyond ridi- 
cule, and which excite no feeling in 
a red-blooded American but disgust. 
On April 3, of this year, under a spe- 
cial order, I discussed one of those 
follies to the House of Representatives 
and to the American people. 


In those remarks, I pointed out the 
following facts: In the 1949 amend- 
ment to the National Security Act, 
Congress provided a program for the 
future security of the United States. 
But it also provided, and I quote, “not 
to establish a single chief of staff over 
the armed forces or the armed forces 
general staff.” 


At that time, Congress deemed it 
necessary to pass such legislation be- 
cause a few men in our military estab- 
lishment were planning a Prussian-type 
general staff system, with. complete con- 
trol over our economy, manpower, la- 
bor and the press. Yes, bills have been 
drafted to draft labor. 


The action of Congress complied 
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with recommendations of Mr. Charles 
E. Wilson, of General Edson, who 
holds the Congressional Medal of Ho- 
nor, of the Hoover Commission, of 
Ferdinand Eberstadt, and many others 
of the House and Senate and also other 
well-informed people. 


All of those persons realize that 
placing such power in one supreme mili- 
tary mind, outranking all his advisers, 
was too much authority for a good man 
to want because of the danger, and 
that it was too much power for a bad 
man to eventually acquire. We should 
remember that General MacArthur as 
Chief of Staff, reporting to Congress

GOD’S EAGLES 


in 1932, advised the Congress of mili- 
tary persons seeking unjustified cen- 
tral power. 


Our military thinkers are planning 
to circumvent Congressional intent. I 
documented my remarks with the Gu- 
derian plan prepared for our United 
States staff, at their request, by Hans 
Guderian, the past Chief of Staff for 
Hitler. That plan recommended methods 
of acquiring complete military control 
of a nation during war emergency, 
and it specifically was drawn for the 
United States. 


It also described methods of retain- 
ing that power and control during 
peacetime. It made recommendations 
for usurping the power of the Presi- 





dent of the United States. It recom- 
mended the uniform direction and in- 
fluencing of the press. 


It recommended complete control of 
transportation and industry. It recom- 
mended against our present national 
guard system in peacetime and required 
central control of military manpower 
even in peacetime, which was expressly 
provided against by the framers of our 
Constitution. 


This is a matter, Mr. Close, about 
which I believe members of your listen- 
ing audience will want to give a great 
deal of thought. 


MR. CLOSE: We are glad, Mr. Wer- 
del, that you could be with us on this 
broadcast. 
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“As an eagle stirreth up her nest, 





fluttereth over her young, spreadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, beareth 
them on her wings: So the Lord alone 
did lead him, and there was no strange 
god with him” (Deuteronomy 32:11- 
12). 

“As an eagle ... so the Lord.” 


hd IS APPARENT from this passage 
that Moses was a close observer of 
the life and habits of the king of birds. 
Evidently eagles hovered over his desert 
camp, giving the people opportunity 
to observe their ways, so that when he 
wrote they understood the symbolism 
which he used. 




















Who can look out upon nature and 
not discover that God has put a lan- 
guage into everything that exists? Those 
who stop long enough to listen, dis- 
cover the divine voice and rejoice in 
the message it conveys. “Day unto day 
uttereth speech, and night unto night 
sheweth knowledge.” (Psalm 19:2) 


Whether we think of precious stones, 
beautiful trees, the birds of the air, 
or mighty mountains and the beasts 
which rove across them, God is speak- 
ing ... and this unwritten language 
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is distinct and blessed. We pity those 
who are too deaf to hear what the Cre- 
ator is saying by the works of His 
hands. 


The text we are discussing is em- 
bedded deep in the Song of Moses — 
which song, from a literary point of 
view, is regarded as one of the most 
majestic pieces of literature in the 
world. Someone has said: “It is not 
too much to say that one of the grand- 
est and most comprehensive sections 
in the Divine Volume lies open before 
us in this inspired song, and claims our 
prayerful attention.” 


Another has said: “For loftiness of 
conception, for majesty of outlook, 
for humility of spirit, for wonderful 
trust in God, nothing in literature 
excels the song of Moses.” 


It is interesting to note that even 
in the face of the burdens which he 
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bore, Moses died singing ... and this 
is as it should be, with the people of 
God. If we live as Moses did, we may 
die as he died. How blessed to come 
down to the end of life with music in 
the heart and a song on the lips! 


When he sang this hymn of praise, 
the Law Giver had his eyes turned 
heavenward, because five times he men- 
tions Jehovah as the Rock ... and 
five times, within the compass of the 
opening verses, he mentions five dif- 
ferent names and titles of God. 


What about the ways of the eagle? 
First, we are reminded how this great 
creature 


STIRRETH UP HER NEST 
And why does the mother bird do 


this in relation to her eaglets? It is 
to produce discontent with the old life, 
and to create a desire to move out into 
a bigger, broader world. Her little ones 
have been long enough in the nest, 
and while it would be comforting to 
remain in such a restful place, the 
course of nature decrees otherwise. 


The eagle builds her nest in the lofti- 
est trees of the forest or on the im- 
pregnable crags of the highest moun- 
tain range. When beginning the pro- 
cess of building, she first lays down 



































thorns, jagged stones, and other sharp 
objects, any one of which seems in- 
credible for a nest. 


Then she lines it thickly with wool 
and feathers and the fur of animals. 
She may use the skins of rabbits, 
goats or lambs. The nesting place 
becomes soft and comfortable and a 
delightful home for the birds which 
are to be hatched. 


But the little creatures are not des- 
tined to remain in the home the mother 
so laboriously prepares for them. The 
text says that the time will come for 
her to stir up the nest. She will actu- 
ally mar her own handiwork. With 
sharp talons she will tear away the 
soft downy lining, to make her little 
ones feel sharp protrusions in their 
tender flesh. 


The mother bird feeds her young 
generously until the little creatures 
look like butterballs. All they have 
done thus far is to swallow food dropped 
into their mouths and enjoy the home 
prepared for them. But after the nest 
has been stirred up, the eaglets be- 
come so miserable and unhappy that 
they are willing to stretch themselves 
as best they can, get out and try to 
clutch the air with their frail wings. 


This is what the mother wants. It 
is not cruelty on her part, but rather 
the creature-love of her heart. She does 
it for the good of her brood. 


“As an eagle” with her eaglets, “so 
the Lord” with His children. There 
comes a time when it is necessary for 
Him to stir up the nest and take away 
the soft lining. His seeming cruelty 
is but a manifestation of divine love. 
God wants us to use our own wings. 


He stirred up the nest of young 
Joseph centuries ago, and the Old Tes- 
tament makes plain how blessed was 
the outcome. It is so easy to become 
wedded to things about us, even good 
things which often displace the will 
of God in our lives. In the early Church, 
the brethren had settled down and 
matters were running smoothly, but 
the divine purpose was not being ac- 
complished. The Word had to be taken 
to the uttermost parts, even as the 
risen Christ had commanded. The ear- 
ly Christians needed to get out of 
their nests. 


We read, “And at that time (Ste- 
phen’s death) there was a great per- 
secution against the church which was 
at Jerusalem; and they were all scat- 
tered abroad throughout the regions 
of Judaea and Samaria, except the 
apostles ... Therefore they that were 
scattered abroad went every where 
preaching the word.” (Acts: 8:1, 4) 


Some of us are too much attached 


to our homes and the furniture and the 
trinkets we have collected along the 
way. One need but turn to the pages 
of Church history to learn how the 
patriarchs and reformers and evangel- 
ists had their nests stirred. 


Every missionary faces the same 
thing until he loses interest in the 
comforts of home, and is ready to face 
the hardships and toil and dirt of oth- 
er lands, where the Gospel needs to 
be preached. 


Furthermore, it is God’s desire that 
His little eaglets shall become strong 
and vigorous and learn to exercise 
the gifts which His grace has imparted. 
It is a fundamental principle of human 
life that growth is accompanied by 
change and struggle. 


The Psalmist sensed this and wrote, 
“Because they have no changes, there- 
fore they fear not God.” (Psalm 55: 
19) God’s grace has imparted wings 
and His people must learn to attain 
spiritual heights which cannot be rea- 
lized without stirring up the nest. 


The next act on the part of the 
eagle is seen in that she 


FLUTTERETH OVER HER YOUNG 


The mother bird does not flutter 
in its flight. She flutters over the 
nest, and in so doing manifests loving 
care for her brood. 


One is reminded how the Bible opens 
by telling of the Holy Spirit moving 
upon the face of the deep. He flut- 
tered, as it were, over the world in 
its need, bringing order out of chaos. 
The Hebrew word from which flutter 
is translated appears only three times 
in the Bible, and the English word 
flutter but once. 


But why does the great mother bird 
resort to this peculiar practice? When 
the little ones begin to whine and 
complain and find things uncomfort- 
able in the nest, then she rises, shakes 
her wings and draws their attention 
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from the uncomfortable nest and causes 
them to look up. 


When things become trying for God’s 
people, He wishes them to look up 
and become occupied with Himself. 
The Holy Spirit speaks to us through 
the Word, moves upon the deep of 
our souls, and the attention of His 
children is drawn from the coffin, the 
grave, the old house and its material 
possessions and a thousand other 
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things. When He gets our attention 
conditions begin to change. 


The mother eagle might flutter all 
day, and the little ones would never 
look up so long as they were lying 
on rabbit’s fur and lamb’s wool. But 
when all is briars and sticks and thorns, 
they change their range of vision. 


The third stage in nature’s process 
suggests how she 


SPREADETH ABROAD HER WINGS 


No other bird has wings compar- 
able to the eagle’s. In the nest with 
her wings folded, she does not appear 
to be very large. Then the moment 
comes when she spreads them and pre- 
pares for flight. Perhaps her brood 
watch with amazement, and if they 
could speak, might say: “Mother never 
looked so big before.” 


They had paid little attention to her 
as she came and went. They were cozy 
in the nest, but now their place of 
abode is miserable and this causes 
them to notice the mother bird more 
attentively. 


Is not this like our Lord as He mani- 
fests Himself to us in hours of diffi- 
culty and trial? Thorns make us ap- 
preciate Him more. He unfolds His 
magnitude, His glorious attributes, His 
power and His glory. How capable He 
is of meeting our need no matter what 
it is! How simple our problems appear 
when God shows us the amplitude of 
His providences, the vastness of His 
resources and the depths of His grace! 


We did not realize how big God 
was until compelled to throw ourselves 
upon Him. Most of us will confess that 
we have believed what the Bible re- 
veals concerning God ... but we will 
not know just what it all means until 
He begins to spread abroad His wings. 





I think this is why David sang so 
often of the wings of God. 


The little eaglets have lived very 
confined lives until now, their world 
being the nest where they were hatched. 
Then comes the moment when they dis- 
cover their mother to be larger than 
their nesting place, and only then are 
they ready for the next step. 


It is wonderful to know that the re- 
sources of God are larger than the 
needs of body, soul and spirit for time 
and eternity. The need of the hour 
is to see God and catch a vision of 
His strength and power. Some of us 
may feel as though we are ostracized, 
minimized or even undersized, yet if 
we will get our eyes upon God, these 
things will vanish like vapor before 
the rising sun. There can be no greater 
epoch in a man’s life than when he 
comes to understand that in God his 
needs are met. 


The fourth step in the mother bird’s 
dealings with her young is found in 
the words, 


TAKETH THEM 


What a crucial moment this is in the 
life of the young birds! They must 
now be taken out of the nest. 


Possibly the mother had to give 
the little ones a few hard blows with 
her beak to get them to move. If still 
unresponsive or unable to grasp the 
purpose, she will take them in her 
talons and cast them out. It seems 
hard, but the mother eagle with un- 
erring instinct knows best. In a moment 
the little creatures discover it is only 
a step from a thorny nest to the soft 
feathers of mother’s wings. 


Perhaps we have often complained, 
feeling that circumstances surrounding 
us were too severe. We have even ac- 
cused the heavenly Father of being un- 
fair and unjust, not realizing what 
His true purpose was. 
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God is ever seeking our perfection 
and even if He has to lay the rod 
upon us, it is for our blessing. “For 
whom the Lord loveth He chasteneth, 
and scourgeth every son whom he re- 


ceiveth.” (Hebrews 12:6) And Paul 


reminds us that even if this is not 
pleasant for the moment, afterward 
it yields the peaceable fruits of righ- 
teousness. 


The reason may not be clear at 
the moment, but we can look for the 
pleasant “afterward” because it will 
surely come. If we are free from chas- 
tening, then we may well question our 
relationship to the heavenly Father. 
The action of His rod comes from the 
love of His heart. 


Finally, we read how she 
BEARETH THEM ON HER WINGS 


There is no sight in all of nature 
more marvelous than this. The word 
for wings in this part of the passage 
is different from the preceding wings. 


The former emphasizes wings in 
which feathers lie, but this refers to 
wings in which strength lies, this being 
essential for the crucial moment which 
is upon these eaglets. No doubt the 
creatures, resting on the mother’s wings 
will take a tighter hold as she begins 
to move out. The little fellows, for the 
first time, begin to discover the trees 
and the mountains receding. 


The mother bird is circling into 
the clear sky rising a thousand, two 
thousand feet, then of a sudden she 
gives a sharp lurch. Her little eaglets 
fall off and tumble and roll and put 
out little wings in an effort to fly. 
She watches with approval and when 
they are halfway to the earth, with 
the accuracy of a bullet, she shoots 
under and catches the little ones. Then 
she soars again to repeat the process 
until her young learn to fly for them- 
selves. 
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Job describes the arrow-like descent 
of the mother bird — wings folded, 
head downward, she makes a rapid 
fall and at the right second spreads 
her wings and with a backward stroke 
checks the fall and begins again the 
ascent. 


Here is God’s way for making us 
eagles. Often we feel ourselves going 
down and down and down, until we 
feel sure we are soon to be dashed 
to pieces on the sharp rocks of a deep 
ravine. But He never fails us, for at 
the critical moment He will bear us 
up again. 





Soon we learn to fly. God can then

an attempt to correct excessive weight 
and a mental disturbance. Large amounts 
of thyroid medication had been given 
to satisfy glandular deficiency, without 
effect. 


Physical examination showed a men- 
tally retarded boy, with sleeping-face 
expression and excessive weight, most 
of which was located over the hips, 
lending a female appearance more typi- 
cal on the posterior view. His face 
was swollen so that the eyes appeared 
closed. 


Weight 116 pounds; height, four 
feet ten inches. Blood pressure was ex- 
tremely low at 80/65. Heart normal 
in position and tonus. The rest of his 
physical examination was normal with

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exception of lack of hair distribution 
on the back of his head, as well as 
marked atrophy of the testicles. 





These clinical findings resembled the 
typical glandular disorder described 
years ago by Dr. Frolich and designated 
today as “Frolich Syndrome.” 


The patient received Glyoxylide on 
August 1, 1947. By the following No- 
vember he had lost 16 pounds, without 
additional medication of any kind. He 
mentioned severe headaches, but the 
outstanding improvement was mental, 
to such an extent that he became an 
entirely different person.

MARK OF THE BEAST 


EPRESENTATIVE John T. Wood 

of Idaho is called “the Bible-quot- 
ing Republican” in Washington because 
of his frequent references to Scripture 
when making speeches. 


On June 24th, he denounced the pro- 
posed Controls of the Truman Admin- 
istration as a trend toward the end- 
time dictatorship anticipated in the 
Apocalypse. 


“It would be far better,” he said, 
“for the American people to starve, 
go ragged or barebacked and lose their 
homes, than submit to the administra- 
tion’s immoral and vicious price and 
wage controls ...

“And he causeth all, both small and 
great, rich and poor, free and bond, 
to receive a mark in their right hand, 
or in their foreheads: And that no man 
might buy or sell, save he that had 
the mark, or the name of the beast, 
or the number of his name.” 


“This passage refers to the operations 
of the mystic ‘beast’ of the Revelation,” 
he continued, “who has always been 
supposed to be the very incarnation of 
all evil. 


“One wonders just how far this gov- 
ernmental monstrosity presently in con- 
trol of our affairs, is to be permitted 
to extend its nefarious and unconstitu- 
tional usurpations before an intelligent 
and aroused Congress wipes the cri- 
minal and ignorant tommyrot out of 
existence. 


“Tt has neither fundamental law nor 
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good sense to warrant its pitifully 
childish attempts to bring order out 
of the chaotic conditions under which 
business is writhing today, due largely 
to the operation of the unsound mone- 
tary system foisted upon this unhappy 
Country in the first days of the New 
Deal.

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DREW PEARSON

“Herbert Hoover supports Earl War- 
ren,” says Drew Pearson, but what does 
Herbert Hoover say to Southern Calli- 
fornia Republican Women?

Now, quoting directly from the Pear- 
son column: 


“Hoover then gave MacArthur his 
own ideas about the Republican candi- 
date for the Presidency in 1952 and 
went all out for Gov. Earl Warren, 
of California. Hoover unhesitatingly 
described Warren as the best qualified 
man on the entire GOP horizon. Not 
given much to enthusiasm, Hoover al- 
most waxed enthusiastic about Governor 
Warren.” 


Then came the parting-and-typical 
“Pearson” touch. He said: “and un- 
like Taft, he (meaning Earl Warren) 
would probably get some labor backing 
in a national election.” Well.

JUDGE MEDINA 


tee BEHAVIOR of Federal Judge 
Harold R. Medina, who presided 
at the trial of the eleven top-ranking 
United States Communists, is creating 
renewed confidence in the American 
judicial system. 


Many leaders of the legal profession 
have expressed concern over the de- 
terioration of the judiciary under New 
Deal management. No straight-thinking 
observer will deny that inferior ap- 
pointments have been made to the bench. 


Loss of public confidence in the 
courts is an ominous trend under de- 
mocratic government. The man who sits 
on the bench has a unique and solemn 
obligation. To render righteous deci- 
sions, he must completely transcend 
prejudice and maintain an entirely ob- 
jective attitude as the evidence accu- 
mulates before him. At no other point 
in the American system of government 
is character more needed. 


Jurisprudence hit an all-time low in 
the 1944 Sedition Case, when a New 
Deal judge deliberately tried to rail- 
road innocent victims of a Communist 
conspiracy through his courtroom to 
prison. It is now known that the Case 
was planned, plotted and promoted by 
Bnai B’rith Jewry, which worked in 
part through carefully chosen Gentile 
fronts. Max Levand of the Wichita 
Beacon figured prominently in the plot. 


In dismissing the charges against the 
defendants, an honest judge later called 
the case “a travesty on justice.” 


Chief Justice John Marshall, gener- 
ally regarded as the greatest judge 
that ever sat on the bench, in his 


seventy-fifth year, said: “Advert, sir, 
to the duties of a judge. The judicial 
department comes home in its effects 
to every man’s fireside. It passes on 
his property, his reputation, his all. 
Is it not to the last degree important 
that he should be rendered perfectly 
and completely independent, with noth- 
ing to influence or control him but 
God and his conscience?” 


Judge Medina’s recent statement of 
faith was written in the same vein: 
“There is much in the Bible about 
judges, but I do not know of any judge 
who has discussed the impact of reli- 
gion upon his profession. Fortunately 
for me, I was taught to pray from so 
early a time that I cannot remember 
going to bed at night without saying 
my prayers. I do not see why a judge 
should be ashamed that he prays for 
divine guidance and for strength to 
do his duty.” 


JOSEPH KAMP 


r 1945, a committee of the House, 
led by then Congressman — late 
Secretary of Agriculture — Clinton 
P. Anderson, called before it one Jo- 
seph Kamp, who was the directing 
official of the Constitutional Educa- 
tional League. 


That organization was not a political 
organization. It was engaged in the 
publication and circulation of leaflets 
and pamphlets which advocate consti- 
tutional government, bitterly criticized 
Communists and their activities and, 
incidentally, the philosophy of the New 
Dealers and the advocates of One World 
organizations. 


There was no charge that the publi- 
cations of the League were seditious, 
libelous, or that activities in any way 
violated any postal regulations or law 
of the land, either State or Federal. 


The publications of the League were 
more or less factual; the arguments 
comparatively logical and the conclu- 
sions set forth relatively sound. But 
those publications, because they pointed 
out the danger from Communism and 
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named certain Communists in positions 
of authority in the Administration, were 
extremely harmful to the New Deal 
cause. 


The House committee inquiring into 
election activities and of which Con- 
gressman Anderson of New Mexico was 
chairman, even though the Constitu- 
tional Educational League was not en- 
gaged in political activities, subpoenaed 
Kamp and demanded that he name 
those who were making contributions 
to the League. 


The Committee was directed by a 
staff, under the leadership of John 
Abt, who had held responsible posi- 
tions in the Roosevelt and Truman ad- 
ministrations. 


Abt was later shown, by the testi- 
mony of Lee Pressman, who also held 
responsible Government positions un- 
der the New Deal and who was general 
counsel of the CIO, to be a member 
of the same Communist cell as did 
Pressman and Nathan Witt, at one 
time general counsel for the National 
Labor Relations Board. 


Pressman admitted all three — he, 
Abt and Witt, while on the administra- 
tion payroll, belonged to the same Com- 
munist cell here in Washington. 


Kamp, realizing that Abt’s purpose 
was, by smear and vilification, by pres- 
sure and intimidation, to induce those 
who contributed to the League to with- 
hold their contributions, refused to 
name the contributors to the League. He 
preferred to thwart the efforts of the 
Communists, to protect those who had 
contributed to the effort to maintain 
constitutional Government in this Coun- 
try by standing upon his constitutional 
right going to jail. 
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On the theory that the League was 
engaged in political activities — and 
it requires a violent stretching of the 
imagination to reach that conclusion — 
a New Deal Congress voted to cite him 
for contempt. Kamp was convicted, 
served his time, and will again be tried 
for a subsequent refusal to bend the 
knee and bow the head to the Truman 
administration when called before the 
House Lobbying Committee in an ob- 
vious attempt to destroy the League.

The 
cloud in which he had been enveloped 
vanished. 


Then and there, at that street meet- 
ing, with tears streaming down his 
cheeks, Joe Kurp accepted Jesus Christ 
as his personal Saviour and entered 
immediately upon a new life.

If there had been 
lasting joy in the financial world, Solo- 
mon would have had it. 


He was not only a millionaire; he 
was a billionaire. He inherited a legacy 
of more than $800,000,000. He could 
have bought out Standard Oil or United 
States Steel. If there had been abiding 
joy in the social world, he surely would 
have had it, for he had more wives 
than Brigham Young. 
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But listen to Solomon after he has 
indulged himself to the full in all the 
world’s obtainments and attainments. 
He says: “Vanity, vanity, all is vanity 
and vexation of spirit.” 


SOUL SATISFACTION 


The rich Jewish farmer tried to se- 
cure happiness in the same manner. 
<a said, “Soul, eat, drink and be mer- 

” Just as if he could make his soul 
ae on such inadequate externals 
as eats and drinks. Eats and drinks 
might make a horse happy, but not a 
soul. It is unphilosophical to think 
about making an immaterial soul happy 
on the substances of a material world. 
Husks are too coarse a food for the 
soul. 


The smallest soul God ever made 
is too big to ever become satisfied 
on things. ” And according to what one 
preacher said years ago, there must 
be some pretty small souls. This preach- 
er was asking his official board for a 
little raise in his salary. That board 
had two men who always thought it 
was their duty to oppose any motion 
that would raise a preacher’s salary, 
so one of the fellows rose and said: 
“Why, Reverend, I thought all this time 
you were preaching for souls.” The 
pastor said: “I am preaching for souls, 
but I cannot live on souls, and if I 
could, it would take 875,000 the size 
of yours to make one good meal.”

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Yes, the soul in its pursuit of happi- 
ness has taken man in every direction. 
It leaves its trail everywhere. Its tracks 
are found by the side of every earthy 
pool and cistern of pleasure. 


NINE ROUTES TO HAPPINESS 


If we want to know how to find 
happiness, let us read the Sermon on 
the Mount. In the first few verses of 
the fifth chapter of Matthew Christ has 
laid down the road to happiness. He 
says that happiness is not born of what 
we have or do not have, but of what 
we are. “Blessed are the poor in spir- 
it.” “Blessed are they that mourn.” 
“Blessed are the meek.” “Blessed are 
they which do hunger and thirst after 
righteousness.” “Blessed are the pure 
in heart.” Christ did not say “Blessed 
is the man who has amassed a fortune,” 
nor, “Blessed in the woman who has 
become the darling of society,” nor, 
“Blessed is the man who has a summer 
cottage on the seashore,” but rather, 
“Blessed are the pure in heart.” In 
these nine “blesseds” He gives us nine 
routes to happiness, but they all con- 
verge in His own glorious person. 


I heard Bishop Jones say more than 
forty years ago: “True happiness can 
exist only where it has for its basis a 
right character, and a right character 
can exist only where it has for its 
basis moral purity.” 


Happiness does not come by indul- 
gence; it is governed by law. You can 
get something that resembles happiness 
by indulgence, but it is not happiness. 


A young person said to me: “Mr. 
Lincicome, you must have a dull time 
in life.” I said: “What makes you 
think so?” “Because there are so many 
things you can’t do that we can.” 


Let me show you her reasoning, her 
logic. She is happier than I am simply 
because she can do some things I can’t. 
I said to her: “You know many young 
people who can do things you would 
not do; you would not stoop to do them; 
they are far beneath your ideas of 
right. But according to your reasoning, 
they are happier than you are, because 
they can do some things you would 
not do. You know they are not happier 


| than you are, and I know you are not 


happier than I am, for to be a Christian 
is to be the happiest person on earth. 
Happiness is not dependent on out- 
ward circumstances, but rather on in- 
ward harmony, and it is possible only 
to an evenly balanced and properly 
adjusted soul.” 

True happiness is not on the bargain 
counter. You can buy a little pleasure 
for fifty cents, and have a little fun 
fer a quarter, but you can’t buy happi- 








ness. Happiness does not consist in get- 
ting, but in giving. It does not consist in 
the multiplication of one’s wealth, but 
rather in the subtraction of one’s 
desires. 

So many have the idea that to be- 
come a Christian means the surrender 
of happiness. Not so; Christianity is 
not a fast; it is a feast. It is not a 
funeral; it is a festival. It is not a 
law; it is liberty. It is not gloom; it 
is gladness. It is not a shadow; it is 
sunshine. 

Carlyle said that happiness is like 
a common fraction, of which the nu- 
merator is what you have, and the de- 
nominator is what you think you have. 
The deluded soul seeks to increase the 


value of the fraction by multiplying 
the numerator, while the wise seek the 
same end by dividing the denominator. 


Diogenes the Greek philosopher said: 
“A man’s happiness is best promoted 
by the decrease of his wants, rather 
than by an increase in his income.” 


CONTENTMENT IN CHRIST 


If you would have unbounded con- 
tentment you must have bounded de- 
sires. The Christian is the only person 
who has unbounded contentment, for 
he is the only person who has “bound- 
ed” desires. The desires of a Christian 
are bounded by the will of God. He 
desires nothing out and beyond the 


will of God. 
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One writer, in describing a happy 
man, said: “The happy man is born 
in the city of regeneration, in the par- 
ish of repentance unto life, educated 
in the school of obedience, works at 
the trade of diligence, does many jobs 
of self-denial, owns a large estate in 
the country of Christian contentment, 
wears the plain garments of humility, 
breakfasts every morning on spiritual 
prayers, seeks every evening the same, 
has meat to eat the world knows not 
of, has Gospel submission in his con- 
duct, due order in his affections, sound 
peace in his conscience, satisfying love 
in his soul, real divinity in his breast, 
true humanity in his heart, the Re- 
deemer’s yoke upon his neck, a crown 
of glory on his head, and the world 
under his feet.”

FR! his place on the British frig- 
ate, Surprise, the young American 
lawyer watched the twinkling lights 
across the harbor in Baltimore, Mary- 
land. It was the evening of September 
13, 1814. 

All day he had worked to arrange 
the release of the prominent American 
physician, Dr. William Beanes, held 
prisoner on a British ship. Now he and 
a party of associates who had come to 
negotiate for Dr. Beanes’ return were 
themselves being temporarily detained 
on board the frigate. 

Suddenly the September night was 
broken by the roar of cannon as the 





British began to hurl shells against 
Fort McHenry at the entrance to the 
Baltimore harbor. As flash after flash 
split the darkness, the lawyer and his 
friends strained their eyes for some 
evidence of how the fort was faring. 
Still the ships’ guns continued to rake 
the mainland. 


Toward morning, when the bombard- 
ment had ceased, others in the party 
of Americans retired to get some sleep. 
But the lawyer could not rest. Up and 
down the deck he paced until, through 
the early morning haze, he glimpsed 
the Stars and Stripes, still flying from 
the fort. 

Filled with emotion, he jotted down 
several lines on a scrap of paper. Thus 
on shipboard, “by the dawn’s early 
light,” Francis Scott Key penned the 
now familiar stanzas of “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” 


Later, when he and his party had 
been returned to the mainland, Key 





copied what he had written and showed 
it to his sister and brother-in-law. They 
were enthusiastic and at once had the 
verses printed on handbills and distri- 
buted. Soon the song was being sung 
to the tune, “Anacreon,” a familiar 
melody at that time, and Francis Scott 
Key’s lines were widely known. 


Even today, however, most United 
States citizens know relatively little 
about the man who wrote what has be- 
come our national anthem. But the es- 
sential facts are these: 


Born August 1, 1779, in Frederick, 
Maryland, he was the son of a patriot 
who had served as an officer in the 
Continental Army during the American 
Revolution. Growing up in Frederick, 
he was later sent to St. John’s College 
in Annapolis, afterward studying law 
in the same city. 


Like many of the prominent men 
of his day, Key was an earnest Chris- 
tian. A member of the Episcopal 
Church, he was for many years a lay 
reader and even at the age of thirty- 
five considered entering the clergy. 


Records show that he taught a Sun- 
day School class and visited the sick 
regularly. Though living in the slave 
state of Maryland, he freed his own 
slaves and aided in bettering conditions 
among the Negroes. Perhaps even more 
significant, he conducted family devo- 
tions in his home twice a day, requiring 
all members of his family, as well as 
the servants, to be present. 


Key was not a prolific writer, but 
he did write other songs. His hymn, 
“Before the Lord We Bow,” was writ- 
ten for a Fourth of July celebration 
in 1832. A second hymn which is still 
found in many hymnbooks is his beau- 
tiful “Lord, With Glowing Heart Id 
Praise Thee.” 


The Christian lawyer and song writ- 
er served as United States Attorney 
for a number of terms and was occupy- 
ing that position at the time of his 
death in 1843. 

Today above his grave in Frederick’s 
Mount Olivet Cemetery, the Star Spang- 
led Banner waves day and night, under 
special authorization of Congress. This 
is the nation’s tribute to Francis Scott 
Key, distinguished attorney, Christian, 
and author of our national anthem.

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THE PROBLEM OF MISSIONS 
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PROBLEM is defined as a situa- 

tion existing when questions are 
brought forward, the solution to which 
is not immediately seen. 


As the various factors of a problem 
are examined, and their meaning and 
relationships understood, the situation 
becomes less difficult. Eventually a 
solution is found. 


Christians need to give thought to 
the elements involved in the tremendous 
problem of carrying out the Great Com- 
mission ... that is: “How may the 
Gospel be given to ‘every creature’ in 
accordance with Christ’s command?” 


Three important factors are before 
us, to which Christians may well give 
thought and prayer. 


They are (1) A World, gripped in 
the power of sin and death. (2) Christ, 
seeking to save all men through infinite 
love and redeeming grace. (3) The 
Church, to whom has been given the 
commission of discipling the nations. 


The whole picture needs to be kept 
in mind. If any single factor is over- 
looked, the other two become mean- 
ingless. 


The Great Commission is still valid 
and will remain so until the Lord Jesus 
Christ comes again. 


It was a challenge in the apostolic 
age when the disciples successfully re- 
sisted both Judaism and paganism ... 
and evangelized the civilized world in 
an incredibly short period of time. 


It was a challenge in the Middle Ages 
when faithful witnesses sealed the Gos- 
pel testimony with their blood. 


Down across the centuries which fol- 
lowed, the Great Commission survived 
the onslaughts of persecutors ... to 
modern times, when dauntless men and 
women dared to blaze new trails and 
pioneer vast areas where the torch of 
truth had not been previously carried. 


Today the Great Commission holds 
forth an even greater, more urgent and 
promising challenge than ever before. 
The present dispensation is closing. 
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“The night cometh, when no man can 
work!” 


THE VALUE OF A SOUL 


We need to fix our gaze upon the 
Son of God who purchased the redemp- 
tion of the world by His own blood. 


Five bleeding wounds He bears, 
Received on Calvary; 

They pour effectual prayers; 
They strongly plead for me. 


The truth must be seen in its full 
implications, that the Church, despite 
its human frailties and weaknesses, yet 
remains the link between the two op- 
posite factors of the missionary prob- 


lem — Christ and the World. 
The Church is the channel through 


which the love and life of the eternal 
God are to reach and bless human be- 
ings. By Church, we mean that body 
of born-again believers, regardless of 
denominational affiliation, who love and 
serve God. 


The text of the Great Commission 
is predicated upon the incomparable 
worth of a soul. It takes for granted 
the fact that souls are precious above 
everything else on this earth. No meth- 
od exists for computing their value. 


Jesus said, in substance, place a 
soul on one side of the balances and 
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the whole world on the other ... and 
the former will outweigh the latter. 
He drew.the comparison by using a 
question: 


“For what is a man profited, if he 
shall gain the whole world, and lose 
his own soul? or what shall a man 
give in exchange for his soul?” 


Precious souls are slipping into eter- 
nity without Christ, having no hope, 
lost in a black night of despair. This 
tragic fact stirs the hearts of believers, 
who love the Great Commission, and 
supplies the motivation for all true 
missionary endeavor. 


BASIC FACTORS OF THE PROBLEM 
The World is the most unpredictable 


of the three factors previously men- 
tioned. All classes of men, of all ages 
and experience, are dealt with on mis- 
sion fields. Missionaries need the fullest 
preparation, in order that they may 
know how to properly present Christ 
to lost souls, living under varying 
circumstances. 


When all factors of the problem 
are defined, it remains to relate each 
to the others in such a way as to 
reach a solution. It is at this point 
that difficulty arises — the quality of 
the situation which makes it a problem. 


A school teacher was once chagrined 
because his pupils manifested little 
interest in the solution of problems, 
after learning the answers from the 
back of the book. He discovered his 
mistake and gave the class other prob- 
lems. Their interest increased when 
they found it necessary to work for 
the answer. 


Not until they analyzed each prob- 
lem and found the difficulty, did it 
become possible for them to evolve 
solutions. Two difficulties present them- 
selves in the problem of missions: 


(1) The state of the World to which 
the Gospel is brought. The whole body 
of humanity lies paralyzed under the 
all-pervading power of sin. The minds 
of men are so blinded, their wills so 
depraved, and their hearts so captive

to the flesh that no human wisdom 
or power avails to enlighten or change 
them. 


Missionaries who have the responsi- 
bility of evangelizing are impotent in 
this situation. More than human pow- 
er is needed for its performance. The 
supernatural must be brought into play. 


(2) The second difficulty lies in 
the workers themselves. Disobedience, 
selfishness, and discouragement renders 
one unfit for this great calling. Con- 


stant watchfulness and prayer is re- | 


quired on the part of the soul win- 
ner. 


Lack of power is not necessarily a 
part of the problem. The power of 
the Spirit is promised and provided. 
It is in human weakness that Christ’s 
strength is made perfect. 


THE HARVEST IS WHITE 


Finally, how is the Gospel to be 
brought to every creature with the 
least delay? 


Can it be that you feel no personal 
responsibility? Others, you believe, are 
carrying out that part of the work. 
Actually, this is not true. A vast multi- 
tude of untouched, unevangelized peo- 
ple pass into eternity every year, never 
having heard the Gospel. 


There simply are not a_ sufficient 
number of workers willing to go .. 
not enough money consecrated to the 
salvation of those in darkness. 


It was the love of God in Christ 
which set up the problem we face in 
missionary work. Everyone who shares 
in His love must share in manifesting 
it to the World. Each Christian must 
seek the answer to the problem. 


Christ found a way to carry out 
God’s will. If you are a sincere Chris- 
tian, you will find a way to do your 
problem. It may mean the dedication 
of your life to full-time service 
or your substance that others may be 
sent. 


The spiritual growth of one’s soul 
depends upon his attitude toward this 
problem. Sharing the burden will lead 
you into the highest spiritual experi- 
ences. It will result in the closest fel- 


lowship with God. 


“Then saith he unto his disciples, 
The harvest is truly plenteous, but 
the labourers are few; Pray ye there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that he 
will send forth labourers into his har- 
vest.” 
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Put it all in the scales. Now add the position of

BUILDING A CHRISTIAN 
HOME 


Matt. 19:3-9; I Cor. 13:4-7

EMORY TEXT: “Beloved, let us 
love one another: for love is of 
God; and every one that loveth is born 
of God, and knoweth God.” I John 4:7. 


(1) THE KEY WORD IS “JOINED.” 


The success of the home depends upon 
the ideals of those who enter into mar- 
riage, and the willingness of both par- 
ties to fulfill faithfully their new re- 
sponsibilities. High ideals of marriage, 
based on previous home training along 
Scriptural lines, makes home a_ place 
of beauty — be it ever so-humble. 


The Jewish interrogators of today’s 
lesson were trying to trip the Master, 
hoping to get Him into trouble with 
both their ecclesiastical authorities and 
the rabble. There was a deliberate 
scheme behind the question: “Is it law- 
ful for a man to put away his wife 
for every cause?” 


The Mosaic decree, recorded in Deu- 
teronomy 24:1, provided that a “bill 
of divorcement” could be granted if 
a man found “some uncleanness” in 
his wife. A controversy raged over the 
right interpretation of the word “un- 
cleanness.” 


Jamieson, Fausset and Brown offer 
this comment: “While one school of 
interpreters (that of Shammai)  ex- 
plained this quite correctly, as prohib- 
iting divorce in every case save that of 
adultery, another school (that of Hil- 
lel) stretched the expression so far as 
to include everything in the wife offen- 
sive or disagreeable to the husband. 
And, indeed, to this day the Jews 
allow divorces on the most frivolous 
pretexts.” 


Moses had permitted divorce as a 
matter of expedience, a provision per- 
mitted as a substitute for that which 
is ideal. He considered the arrange- 
ment the best or most expedient that 
could be enforced under prevailing 
conditions in his age. Solon, the famous 
Athenian lawgiver, said his laws were 
the best the Athenians could receive, 


not the best that could be devised. The 
permission of divorce which Moses 
gave was a declension from the original 
ideal, and by no means represented 
God’s standard for the human race. 


Christ pointed them to higher author- 
ity than Moses — the original plan of 
God in creation. From that viewpoint 
it is seen that man and woman were 
constituted for each other, created to 
be together, not apart. 


Our Lord very well understood what 
was in the minds of the inquisitors. 
He knew they were trying to get Him 
into trouble. Hence the stinging rebuke 
about the “hardness of your hearts.” 


Marriage is more than a civil con- 
tract. Because it is a divinely estab- 
lished institution, those who choose to 
enter into that relation are in a real 
sense joined by God, and duty bound 
to abide by His law relating thereto. 


Christian marriage has love as _ its 
basis, with respect and loyalty toward 
one’s lifelong companion. This includes 
not only marital love, but that described 
in the 13th chapter of I Corinthians, 
the kind kindled in the heart of be- 
lievers who enjoy spiritual union with 
Christ. It is a temper of mind and soul 
which causes its possessor to have a 
charitable, long-suffering and unselfish 
attitude toward others. Possession by 
husband and wife of this kind of love 
is the best single guarantee of a suc- 
cessful home. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
19:6. 


“What therefore God hath joined 
together, let not man put asunder.” 

It may be said without contradiction 
that the national crime problem stems 
largely from non-Christian homes, many 
of which have been shattered by di- 
vorce. 
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Bitter heartache and regret is the 
usual testimony of those who resort 
to divorce as a solution of home prob- 
lems, with an attending train of ill 
effects upon children deprived of nor- 
mal family relationships. 


There is a crying need for an awak- 
ened conscience regarding the moral 
laws which apply to marriage. Too 
many take their cue from Hollywood 
and turn to legal separation instead of 
prayer when discord arises. While the 
serious nature of family conflict is 
not to be minimized, there are few cases 
of marital trouble that would not find 
immediate solution by coming God’s 
way through heart repentance. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: FAMILIES 
THAT PRAY TOGETHER STAY TO- 
GETHER. 

Family worship is one _ influence 
which helps greatly in safeguarding 
a home and binding its members to- 
gether. Usually, the most cherished of 
home memories are those that recall 
the family gathered together, at least 
once a day for Bible reading and de- 
votions.

COMMUNITY RELATIONSHIPS 
Romans 12:9-21: 13:8-10 











EMORY TEXT: “Love worketh 
no ill to his neighbour: there- 
fore love is the fulfilling of the law.” 


| Romans 13:10. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “NEIGHBOR.” 


Christianity has its most dynamic 
effect in the “on the street” relation- 
ships of everyday life. Religion that 
stands the test of daily contact in the 
community will successfully meet every 
challenge. 


We are expected to let our light so 
shine before men that they will see 
our good works! Actions speak louder 
than words ... and a holy life is the 
world’s best sermon. 
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If neighbors, who do not go to 
Church hear the Gospel at all, it will 
be from those with whom they brush 
shoulders during the week. 


Today’s lesson suggests a system of 
practical Christianity which, if applied, 
would make community life a paradise. 
Only the cussedness of the human heart 
keeps it from becoming a reality. 


Friendship is the badge of Christian 
life. Christ sought out men for the 
purpose of ministering to their needs, 
and while doing so, He taught them 
the things of the kingdom. Too fre- 
quently, Christians follow an opposite 
course, withdrawing into their Churches, 
insulating themselves from those whom 
they might otherwise win to Christ. 


Timidity toward presenting the claims 
of the Gospel is often a deterrent in 
witnessing to neighbors. Victims of this 
ailment need to pray for special grace 
to get the victory over it. Oddly, there 
is no shyness in other community re- 
lationships — baseball, golf, fishing, 
politics, back fence conversation. 


Meditation and_ private devotion 
should not be neglected, but if con- 
stantly pursued will lead to asceticism. 
During the middle ages this concept 
of Christianity became _ widespread. 
Since it was believed that a devout life 
could not be lived in wicked society, 
many of the faithful withdrew them- 
selves, took vows of poverty and chas- 
tity and became monks. Thus self- 
denial became altogether negative; good- 
ness consisted of doing nothing. Paul’s 
letter to the Romans was written in 
a different vein. 


His admonition deserves to be writ- 
ten in letters of gold, but its realiza- 
tion is possible only in lives that have 
been infused with divine love through 
supernatural regeneration. Brotherly 
love has been described as “a foretaste 
of heaven.” 


James called this the “royal law” 
and Christ referred to it as the second 
commandment. While perfect fulfill- 
ment of Paul’s community code could 
be expected only in a group of spiritu- 
ally-minded believers yet to the 
degree a community is evangelized for 
Christ, to that degree will social con- 
ditions improve. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ROMANS 
13:10. 


“Love worketh no ill to his neighbor: 
therefore love is the fulfilling of the 
law.” 


The old-fashioned community with | 


its like-minded people, its Church, store 
and school is losing its. appeal. This 





is an ominous development because 
America’s moral strength depends upon 
small communities rather than con- 
gested metropolitan areas. Licentious- 
ness, indulgence and mass immorality 
accompany large concentrations of 
population. 


Many are making the mistake that 
Lot made, when he “pitched his tent 
on the road to Sodom.” They are let- 
ting themselves become intrigued by 
the bright lights. Modern communica- 
tion and transportation has produced a 
heterogeneous population religiously, 
socially and politically, the effect of 
which is to break down community lines 
and sacrifice moral values. 


The ideal relationships anticipated 
in our key verse, is predicated upon 
the stern thou shalt nots, listed in Ro- 
mans 13:9. Firm discipline is required 
in the realm of morals. Jetties are neces- 
sary to regulate river currents. Moral 
jetties are necessary to regulate human 
conduct. Restraint builds character, 
which after all is the basis of city, 
state and national security. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: NEIGHBORLY 
LIVING IS A MARK OF TRUE RE- 
LIGION. 


Today’s lesson emphasizes the neces- 
sity of more than a negative attitude. 
Clean living, personal character, hones- 
ty and brotherliness are Christian dy- 
namics. Prayer, obedience to the com- 
mandment requiring one to love his 
neighbor “as himself,” will go far to- 
ward winning the respect of scoffers 
and demonstrate Christianity’s positive 
aspect of service which goes “the sec- 
ond mile.” This is the antithesis of 
Communism. 


Communists propose social reforms 
at the point of bayonets, inviolation of 
the rights of all. They inject despair 
and inertia, while repressing the initi- 
ative of the masses under the grinding 
heel of a few. 


Christianity, on the other hand, re- 
spects the individual and demands love 
for him because, no matier how 
humble, his face bears the image of 
God, though marred by sin. 


WHEN PRAYER FAILS! 
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LESSON NUMBER THREE

EXEMPLARY LIVING 
(TEMPERANCE) 
Romans 12:1-2: I Corinthians 8 











NM EMORY TEXT: “I beseech you 
' therefore, brethren, by the mer- 
cies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accept- 
able unto God, which is your reason- 
able service.” Romans 12:1. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SACRIFICE.” 


Today’s lesson deals with the neces- 
sity of believers consecrating their bod- 
ies to God. It follows the same thought 
expressed by Jesus, when advising a 
questioner that obedience to the great 
commandment of love, would enable 
one to keep all others joyfully. The 
person who has not presented himself 
to God in a spirit of self-discipline 
and consecration, is in no position to 
appropriate grace for spiritual growth. 


The doctrinal teaching, ending with 
the eleventh chapter of Paul’s Epistle 
to the Romans, is now followed by a 
series of exhortations on practical duty. 


“T beseech you therefore” — in view 
of all that has been advanced in the 
foregoing part of the Epistle — “that 
ye present your bodies.” The correct 
translation is present yourselves, in 
the body, a living sacrifice. 


Paul considered the physical body 
as the organ of the inner life. As in 
the body, all the evil of the unrenewed 
heart comes forth into palpable mani- 
festation ... so it is through the body 
that all the gracious principles and 
affections of believers reveal themselves 
in the outward life. Sanctification ex- 
tends to the whole man (I Thessaloni- 
ans 5:23-24). 


“Which is your reasonable service.” 
The word reasonable could better be 
translated rational. Pagan sacrifice to 
idols is a senseless action. But the 
presentation of our bodies as “a living 
sacrifice” is a rational service. It makes 
sense! 


“By the renewing of your mind.” 


| Not by a mere outward disconformity 
to the ungodly world 


but by an 
inward spiritual transformation that 
makes the whole life new. Heart motives 
are changed. The entire trend of thought 
is revised, fashioned according to a 
new pattern. Such a change is wholly 











unattainable save through the presence 
and power of Christ. 

We are enjoined to live not in con- 
formity with the world, but according 
to the will of God. The word here used 
for world is aion, better translated 
“age” than “world.” The Corinthians 
lived in a morally corrupt age and 
conditions are, in general, no better 
today. Every person who would enjoy 
a victorious Christian life should re- 
sign himself to be considered peculiar 
by those calloused in materialism. 


The world rejects the offence of 
the Cross, and to allow oneself to be 
conformed to standards of the ungodly 
is, in effect, to disown the Lord. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS I CORIN- 
THIANS 8:13. 


“Wherefore, if meat make my broth- 
er to offend, I will eat no flesh while 
the world standeth, lest I make my 
brother to offend.” 

The Church at Corinth had to con- 
stantly resist the pagan influences of 
a notoriously wicked city. Low stand- 
ards of conduct prevailed in general. 
Believers were subjected to ever-present 
temptations attending the _ licentious 
ceremonies celebrated to the goddess 
Venus. 

After completion of the rites, meat 
offered to idols was customarily sold 
in the markets of the city. Some Chris- 
tians did not regard the meat itself 
as being polluted by the ceremonies. 
Because there was a question involved, 
affecting the Christian conscience of 
the community, Paul took the position 
stated in our key verse. 

If there were two unlabeled bottles 
on your shelf, one containing medicine 
and the other poison ... which would 
you take? Obviously, neither one! 

Violations of conscience, even if not 
attended by harmful outward effects, 
may lead to dangerous compromises. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE CHRIS- 
TIAN LIFE IS ONE OF DISCIPLINE. 


Some deeds which we may regard 
as perfectly lawful, may need to be 
voluntarily curtailed, for the good of 
others. The problem concerning eating 
flesh previously offered before idols 
is a dead issue in civilized lands today, 
but there are other matters in which 
a same principle is involved that make 
very definite demands. 

The Christian is a kingdom. In that 
kingdom there are many subjects — 
many appetites, desires and passions 
to be kept in subjection to his ideals, 
his conscience and convictions. Christ 
is king and should at all times be given 


preeminence. Paul also wrote: “Christ 


in you the hope of glory.” 





LESSON NUMBER FOUR 





August 5, 1951 
EARNING A CHRISTIAN 
LIVING 


Luke 12:13-21; 
II Thessalonians 3:7-10 











EMORY TEXT: “I have been 
young, and now am old; yet have 
I not seen the righteous forsaken, nor 
his seed begging bread.” Psalm 37:25. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “WORK.” 


Producing a livelihood has always 
been one of life’s fundamental prob- 
lems, and with so many questionable 
social and economic theories abroad, 
a study of what the New Testament 
has to say on the subject is timely. 


Some people inherit enough to live 
their days in idleness. But the majority 
of us have to earn a living according 
to the formula of Genesis 3:19. “In 
the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat 
bread.” Scripture enjoins work upon 
man as a duty. A willingness to live 
by the earnings of others is foreign 
to the mind of the Christian. 


Jesus worked in a carpenter shop 
before starting His earthly ministry. 
Tradition says that Joseph died when 
He was young, leaving Him the support 
of the family. Thus, He spoke not only 
with authority but from actual experi- 
ence. 


Sacred and secular history illustrates 
the principle that work is the key to 
economic success and contentment. The 
poor will always be with us, as Christ 
said, for at most, we are only relative- 
ly poor or rich. 


A man considered poor in the United 
States would be quite wealthy in the 
Orient. Jesus makes the point in today’s 
lesson that true wealth cannot be com- 
puted in material values, but according 
as one is “rich toward God.” 


Communists scorn Christianity as be- 
ing “other worldly,” and postponing 
tre experience of happiness and plenty 
until we reach heaven. They try to 
taunt us by singing about “pie in the 
sky.” It is true that New Testament 
religion has to do with the “sweet by 
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and by” ... but it also expounds prin. 
ciples that make for highest and best 
conditions in the “sweet now and now.” 
This is attested by the fact that the 
living standards of nations professing 
Christianity have always been in ad. 
vance of others. 


In Russia the average man works 
240 hours to buy a radio, 160 hours to 
buy an alarm clock, 110 hours for a 
pair of shoes, 340 hours for a suit of 
clothes, 64 hours for a pound of butter, 
50 hours for a dozen eggs, 8 hours 
for a quart of milk, 1 hour for a 
loaf of bread. No automobiles are 
available to him. 


In the United States the average man 
works 10 hours to buy a radio, 1 hour 
to buy an alarm clock, 3 hours for a 
pair of shoes, 15 hours for a suit of 
clothes, 44 of an hour for a pound 
of butter, 34 of an hour for a dozen 
eggs, 44 of an hour for a quart of 
milk, 14 of an hour for a loaf of bread. 
Most American workmen own automo- 


biles. 

If Christianity is appraised as be- 
ing “other worldly,” it must be because 
this is man’s day — which must ulti- 
mately ripen for judgment. Because of 
sin, men will never be able to fashion 
a perfect social and economic fabric. 
Our best efforts are doomed to failure 
because Christ is left out of the pic- 
ture. The hope of happiness and plenty 
for all, must therefore be postponed 
until Christ reigns on the earth. 


For the present, Christians seek im- 
provement in Christ’s way, which is to 
treat the cause rather than the effect. 
Salvation from sin is the cure of all 
earth’s woes. 

The policy of treating causes, rather 
than symptoms, is clearly seen in the 
incident where the brother requested 
Jesus to interfere regarding an inheri- 
tance. Our Lord went to the core of 
the problem by condemning covetous- 
ness. 

Assertions of Socialists nothwith- 
standing, Jesus never took sides in dis- 
agreements of men over material things, 
politics or capital and labor. No more 
blasphemous title has been used than 
to call His a “social revolutionist.” 
He knew that when men’s hearts are 
motivated by divine love, human rela- 
tions become equitably adjusted. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 12:20. 


“Thou foo!, this night thy soul shall 
be required of thee.” 

“Master,” said the man as he ap- 
proached Christ with the complaint 
against his brother. In this most inop- 
portune intrusion upon the solemnity 
of our Lord’s teaching, there is a mix 
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ture of the absurd and irreverent. The 
man had an idea that his case offered 
the most important problem with which 
the Master could possibly deal. The 
incident caused our Lord to use the 
parable recorded in today’s lesson. 


Why was the rich man of the story 
called a fool? 


(1) Because he deemed a life of 
abundant earthly enjoyment the sum- 
mit of human felicity. (2) Because, 
flattering himself, he thought his lease 
on such enjoyment to be permanent. 
(3) Because he magnified the temporal 
and minimized the eternal. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CONSECRAT- 
ED WEALTH CAN BE A SPIRITUAL 
ASSET. 


The general tenor of Scripture is 
that men should be free to follow their 
own initiative in acquiring wealth by 
legitimate means ... which, when used 
unselfishly can bless the lives of the 
unfortunate and advance Christ’s king- 
dom. 


It does not teach socialistic prin- 
ciples which would restrain the talents 
of one and limit his capacity for hard 
work ... while promising the shiftless 
and indolent something for nothing. 


The Bible regards man as a steward 
of God, who, if sufficiently intelligent 
to acquire earthly goods and wealth, is 
also wise enough to administer them 
in accordance with his vows of conse- 
cration. 


LESSON NUMBER FIVE 





August 12, 1951 
CHRISTIAN STEWARDSHIP 
Matthew 25:14-30 











EMORY TEXT: “And, behold, I 
come quickly; and my reward 
is with me, to give every man according 


as his work shall be.” Revelation 22:12. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “GOODS.” 


The parable of the talents is taken 
from one of Scripture’s most dramatic 
and terrible chapters. 


Dramatic, because it sets forth Chris- 
tian duty in three parables and describes 
the future day of accounting, judgment 
and rewards. 


Tragic, because it portrays the solemn 
responsibility of stewardship and shows 
that those who misuse their goods, abil- 
ities and means are deemed deserving 





of being cast from the Lord’s presence. 
If we wish to make our calling and 
election sure, we will give this lesson 
prayerful consideration. 


The word “talent” suggests more 
than money ... because money repre- 
sents an investment of time, energy and 
abilities. When a man contributes fi- 
nancially to the work of the Lord, 
he is therefore giving a part of himself. 


James described the love of money 
as being the root of all evil. Many peo- 
ple make it their god. Someone has said 
that money buys everything but hap- 
piness, and takes a man everywhere 
except to heaven. 


Yet it has its good and proper uses. 
Gold coined into the salvation of souls 
becomes legal tender in eternity. Money 
is essential for accomplishing the Great 
Commission ... and for searching out 
lost sheep all over the face of the earth. 


If good men made better use of 
it, there would be more happiness in 
the world and God’s redemptive pro- 
gram would go forward more rapidly. 


The man of wealth in today’s lesson, 
“traveling into a far country,” typi- 
fies Christ during His absence between 
the two advents. Talents were left to 
be invested. “After a long time the 
Lord of those servants cometh, and 
reckoneth with them.” 


Jamieson, Fausset and Brown Com- 
mentary says: “Christ’s ‘servants’ here 
mean all who, by their Christian pro- 
fession, stand in relation to Him of 
entire subjection. His ‘goods’ mean all 
their gifts and endowments, whether 
original or acquired, natural or spiri- 
tual. 


“As all that slaves have, belongs to 
their master, so Christ has a claim to 
everything which belongs to His peo- 
ple, everything which may be turned 
to good. Or viewing it otherwise, they 
first offer it up to Him, as being ‘not 
their own, but bought with a price.’ 


(I Corinthians 6:20.)” 


While the proportion of gifts differed 
with the three servants, the same fidelity 
was required of all, and the rewards 
were uniform. 


Said the man with the five talents: 
“Lord ... I have gained besides them 
five talents more.” This beautifully 
illustrates what John says about “bold- 
ness in the day of judgment,” and his 
desire that “when he shall appear we 
may have confidence, and not be ashamed 
before him at his coming.” (I John 


4:17; 2:28) 
—3]— 








(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
25:22. 


“He also that had received two tal- 
ents came and said, Lord, thou deliver- 
edst unto me two talents: behold I have 
gained two other talents beside them.” 


The more deeply this parable is stu- 
died, the more important the man of 
the two talents appears. He should inter- 
est us, for it is to his class that most 
Christians belong. We would not lay 
claim to the five talents, nor would 
we wish to confess to the one. 


This quiet, commonplace man of two 
talents, goes his faithful, unnoticed 
way. He makes no mark and attracts 
no special attention. Yet thoroughly 
fulfilling his duty and winning his mas- 
ter’s praise, he is worthy of imitation. 


It is comforting to know that in the 
final reckoning, we shall be judged and 
rewarded on the basis of our faithful- 
ness, and not according to the amount 
accumulated or some other person’s 
capacities and opportunities. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: SPIRITUAL 
INVESTMENTS PAY ETERNAL DI- 
VIDENDS. 


We can be certain Christ meant to 
teach that no man is doomed to inac- 
tivity and uselessness. There is a place 
of service for the humblest child of 
God. Doors of opportunity will open 
for those willing to use even one talent 
in a humble though perhaps obscure 
way. 


No effort put forth in the Master’s 
service is wasted or permitted to go 
unnoticed. Heaven will be richer for 
the way we invest our talents. By this 
means we may all lay up treasures in 
eternity.
